REMARKS 



Allowable Subject Matter: 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 6 and 7 would be allowable if re-written 
to put them in independent form. Accordingly, the Applicant has amended claims 17 
and 18 to include the limitations from claim 6, making claims 17 and 18 allowable as 
amended. 2, 3, 4 and 7 which depend from allowable claims 17 or 18 are also 
necessarily allowable over the prior art. 

Similarly, the Applicant has added the limitations from claim 6 into independent 
claims 10, 1 1, 12. Therefore, for the reasons that rendered claims 6 and 7 allowable 
over die prior art, according to the Examiners previously issued office action, claims 10, 
11, and 12 are also now allowable over the prior art. 

In addition, the Applicant has amended claim 4 to correct a grammatical error. 
The Applicant has also amended the specification in order to correct the informality 
pointed out by the Examiner. 

The applicant sincerely believes that all of the Examiner's objections and 
rejections with regard to all of the remaining claims have been addressed, and that the 
claims remaining for prosecution in this case are allowable. The Applicant, therefore, 
respectfully requests a Notice of Allowance.
